Then he 
hagped five pheasants, on which 
there is no limit.

Mc- 
Carthy himself has not agreed to 
accept even the criticism involved 
in. a proposed watered-down alter- 
native to the direct censure rec- 
ommendation now before the Sen- 
ate.

over the weekend. 


Laying Groundwork 


During the debate Sen. Knowland 


of California, the Republican floor 
leader, seemed to be laying the 
groundwork for a possible Senate 
verdict differing from the censure 
resolution unanimously 
proposed 


by the special committtee headed 
by Sen. Watkins (R-Utah). Know- 
laxid said that while he had im- 
plicit faith in the six-man biparti- 
san committee, that did not mean 
the commiitee's recommendation 
had to be accepted without change.

How Treaties Bind Us to 
Defense of Free World 


The United States has moved so far from its pre-war 


isolation—under both the Truman and Eisenhower adminis- 
trations—that now it is linked to the defense of other nations 
spanning the world. 
.

It has agreements with allies in Europe. Asia. Latin 


America ancf the Pacific. The agreements are not al the 
same, varying in the degree to which the L ruled States 
pledges itself to aid its allies. 
The extent of the American commitments was illustrat- 


ed again Wednesday when President Eisenhower asked the 
senate to approve this country's membership in SEATO, the 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization.

The first bi°- step out of isolation came when the United 


States joined the United Nations, whose 60 members are 
banded together for the expressed purpose of preserving 


the calendar of how the United States has sought 


peace through collective arrangements around the world: 


United Nations—Fifty nations signed the charter at San 


Francisco June 26. 1945. "Ten other nations joined later. 


Rio Treaty—At Rio de Janeiro on Sept. 2, 194<, the 


United States'and most of its Latin-American neighbors 
agreed on united defense by all the American nations against 
aggressions. 
, 
NATO—First suggested in 1948, it was approved by the 


senate'July 21. 1949. The members—14 now—agree to go 
to one another's defense in case of attack on any of them. 


In 1952 the United States made separate defense agree- 


ments with Japan, the Philippines, and with Australia and 
New Zealand. 


Philippines Treaty—Agreed to Aug. 16, 1951. The Unit- 


ed States and the Philippines agree an attack on one would 
endanger the other. 


Australia-New Zealand-United States—This agreement 


called the Anzus Treaty, was signed Sept. 1, 1951. 
It is a 


pledge of mutual help in case of attack. 


Japanese Treaty—Signed Sept. 8, 1951. 
This gives the 


United States the right to have armed forces in and around 
Japan and to help defend Japan against attack. 


South Korean Treaty—Agreed to Aug. 8, 1953. 
This 


treaty, following the Korean armistice with the Communists, 
pledges the United States and South Korea to go to each 
other's help if either is attacked. 


Southeast Asia Treaty .Organization—This was signed 


in Manila Sept. 8, 1954, by eight nations to meet aggression 
as a "common danger." 


Western European—In London on Oct. 3 and in Paris 


on Oct. 23. 1954, nine nations agreed that West Germany 
should be allowed to rearm, regain her sovereignty, join a 
military alliance of six West European countries and become 
the 15th member of NATO. 


Spain—In Madrid, on Sept. 26, 1953, the United States 


and Spain signed a 20-year agreement under which Spain 
would let the United States build air and naval bases there.

Located on a hill above the Sanfea- 
mon nver. the village had a brief existence

abandoned when Petersburg was selected to be eoiuu.. 
seat of Menard county in 18939. 


In 1932 the state began restoration of the vil- 


lage of New Salem as closely as possible a* it 
was originally. The only ordinal building in the 
park ia the Onstot cooper shop. Thirteen cabin*. 
10 shop* and a school where church senices were 
held have been reproduced in the park. 
Only the John Cameron and Philemon Morris cabins 


remain to be reproduced. 
The logs recently acquired 


from a building contractor for $140 will be used in repro- 
ducing the former. 
The Morris cabin will be reproduced 


later. 


Restoration work on the Cameron cabin will be under 


supervision of Director Glen D. Palmer of the Conserva- 
tion department, and Robert G. Miley. state superin- 
tendent of parks and memorials. 


The original cabin logs acquired by the state 


were discovered when an old house in Petersburg 
was being dismantled to make way for a commer- 
cial structure. The logs had been co\ered with 
weather boarding. 
While the state division of parks has been unable to 


ascertain which of the original cabins at New Salem the 
logs came from. Miley has obtained an affidavit signed 
in November, 1928 by a Martha Jane Richards, Peters- 
burg. stating: 


"From statements made by my father to me . . . 


Abraham Lincoln often came to my father's store be- 
tween the years 1855 and 1860 and talked to him about 
the log cabin that then stood in Petersburg after being 
moved there from New Salem ..."

Q—What is a cystoscopy and 


what is a pyelography?

A—A cyMoscopy Is an exami- 


nation of the bladder with an in- 
strument known as a rystoscope, 
a portion of which is inserted into 
the bladder with lights and mir- 
rors so that the physician can 
view the inside wall of the uri- 
nary bladder itself. Pyelography 
is a procedure involving the use 
of an X-ray film of the kidney 
and ureter (which is the passage- 
way from the kidney to the blad- 
der) after thp> ha\e been filled 
with a solution which will show 
up in the X-ray film. Obviously 
both these procedures are ex- 
tremely Aaluable in determining 
some disorders in the urinary 
passageways. 
Q._Does smoking a pipe, cigar or 


cigarets affect one's blood pres- 
sure? 
J- M- 


A—It usually causes a tempor- 


ary rise in blood pressure but 
whether it has any permanent 
effect remains somewhat in dis- 
pute. 


Q—What causes one's foot to 


swell to about twice its size for a 
matter of several houis? This party 
is allergic to aspiim and simply 
swells about the head and face and 
other paits of the body. Would you 
discuss? 
Reader. 


A—This has all of the ear- 


marks of one of the rare allergic 
sensithities to aspirin. The per- 
son involved should a^id aspirin 
and probably related drugs and 
if he or she ever becomes serious- 
ly ill the doctor should be in- 
formed of this allergic response 
so that he can be careful in pre- 
scribing other drugs which might 
produce a similar reaction. 
Q—Every time I have a large 


amount of beer the next day or 
during the night I have terrible 
pains under my ribs. My stomach 
also gets puffed up. hard and sore 
to touch. What could this be?

A—It is probably the accumu- 


lation of gas in the digestive 
tract. The remedy is obvious. 


_ Q—My 16-year-old son plays on 
the high school football team and 
I am terribly worried that he will 
get broken teeth since I know of 
someone else who had a bad acci- 
dent of this kind. Can anything be 
done? 
L.C. 


A—An article in the Journal 


of the American Dental Associa- 
tion stated that more than half 
of the injuries suffered by col- 
lege and high school football 
players occurred in the, mouth 
area. They recommended that 
mouth protectors be worn by all 
schoolboys who play football and 
where they tried this in a Chi- 
cago high school they found that 
dental injuries had been reduced 
100 per cent.

CLEVELAND (*V— How well did 


handsome Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard 
cooperate with police in their in- 
vestigation of his wife's slaying 
July 4? 


The state contends that h« gave 


them very little help, that his 
brothers hurried him away to hos- 
pital seclusion, that he refused to 
take a lie detector test and that 
he later clammed up under police 
questioning. 


Through one of the state's own 


witnesses, the defense made a 
strong- effort at Dr. Sheppard's 
murder^trial Friday to knock down 
that contention. 


The witness was Fred Drenkhan, 


a good-looking police officer from 
suburban Bay Village, where the 
murder occurred. 


Drenkhan. who appeared to have 


a mental filing cabinet, had been a 
good witness for the state. The 
chief defense attorney. William J. 
Corrigan. took over on cross-ex 
amination. 


He asked the patrolman if he 


and two sheriff's deputies hadn't 
gone to the Bay View Hospital, 
where Dr. Sheppard was confined. 
and q u e s t i o n e d the osteopath 
Thursday, four days after the slay- 
ing. 


"Yes," Drenkhan answered.

Dtxon'a Program 


In the Dixon schools, such pro- 


grams as these listed are carried 
on each school year: 


1. Follow up on physical and 


dental examinations on grades— 
kindergarten through first, 
fifth 


and ninth. 


2. Weighing and measuring three 


times a year of grades one to 
eight inclusive. 


3. Massachusetts Vision Testing 


in grades one, three, five, seven, 
nine and 11. 


4. Audiometric tests for hearing 


loss on all new students with spe- 
cial attention given to previous 
failures. 


5. Massachusetts Group Audio- 


metric tests on grades three, five 
and seven every three or four 
years and ninth grade yearly. 


6. Dental inspections by local 


dentists in school of all children, 
g r a d e s kindergarten t h r o u g h 
eighth. 


Dental X-Rayn 


7. Dental X-ray (state mobile 


unit) of all elementary students 
grades one to eight inclusive. 
(High school completed two years 
ago.) 


8. Inspection for sclap ringworm 


with Wood's Lamp, grades kinder- 
garten to eighth Inclusive. In addi- 
tion, boys are checked every six 
to eight weeks and cases two to 
four weeks. 


9. Foot inspection every four to 


six weeks of all grades one to 12. 


10. First aid when necessary in 


all schools. 


11. Conferences with pupil, teach- 


er, parent, physician, dentist, cler- 
gy and mental hygiene consultants 
when necessary. 


12. Health, safety and sanitation 


supervision. 


13. Posture and corrective follow 


up in conjunction with the girls
